Introduction 

In March 1984, the State Statistical Bureau of the 
People’s Republic of China held an international 
seminar on their 1982 Census. Participating countries 
and international agencies were invited to present 
papers based upon a 10% sample of the Chinese 
data that had been released in 1983. Canada’s contri- 
bution examined the Chinese household in the light of 
international comparisons and proposed alternative 
ways of aggregating the Chinese data that would be 
applicable to the study of family-related policies. ' 


At the time of the seminar, only two household tables 
had been prepared from the Chinese data. One 
showed household size; the other household compo- 
sition. The latter uses a typology that reflects the 
generational composition of households (see Figure 
1). While this typology is similar to the one used in 
some other countries such as Japan, the Republic of 
Korea and the United States, Canadian household 
data have never been presented in this manner.

Gordon E. Priest and Edward T. Pryor, ‘Household Composi- 
tion: 1982 Census of China’, presented at the International 
Seminar on China's 1982 Census, Beijing, March 1984. 
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In order to include Canada in the comparisons made 
between the Chinese household and other countries, 
special tabulations were run on the 1971, 1976 and 
1981 Canadian census data bases. This paper de- 
scribes and analyses these data, in comparison with 
corresponding data from other countries. 


Technical Considerations 

Any household typology is highly dependent upon 
reported relationships of individuals within a house- 
hold. These are usually reflected in terms of kin 
relationships to a reference person and are stated as 
father, sister, son, etc., or sometimes in terms of 
economic relationships such as lodger, employee, 
etc. In the Canadian censuses, other variables includ- 
ing date of birth, sex, marital status and order of listing 
of persons are used to determine, not only household 
types, but also family structure as well as the family 
status of individuals. 


Of course, the determination of which person in a 
household is selected as the reference person is 
important since all other persons report their relation- 
ship to that one person. Given that current Canadian 
censuses use self-enumeration methods, household 
respondents are asked to choose one of their mem- 
bers as the reference person and then report all other 
relationships to that person. Guidelines indicate that 
the reported reference person should be one of the 
following: 


— either the husband or the wife in any married 
couple; 

— either partner in a common-law relationship; 

— the parent, where one parent only lives with his or 
her never-married children; 

— or any adult member of the household where none 
of the above situations apply. 


As a result, the following kinship relationships were 
coded from the responses on the 1981 Census 
questionnaire: 


— husband or wife; 
— common-law partner; 
— son or daughter; 


2 Given the need to economize on various aspects of data 
processing, some explicit relationships provided by respon- 
dents were lost during coding operations. For example, a 
response of ‘‘grandfather’’ was coded as ‘“‘other relative’ and a

— father or mother; 

— brother or sister; 

— son-in-law or daughter-in-law: 

— father-in-law or mother-in-law: 

— brother-in-law or sister-in-law; 

— grandchild; 

— nephew or niece; 

— other relative (not elsewhere classified). 
— other relative’s husband or wife: 

— other relative’s common-law partner; 
— other relative’s son or daughter. 


In addition, similar secondary relationships were iden- 
tified within reported economic relationship (e.g., 
lodger and lodger’s spouse).’ Thus, it was possible to 
replicate the Chinese typology on the Canadian data 
base. 


The Generational Household in Canada 

As noted above, the Canadian census had not, in the 
past, produced household data using a generational 
typology. In fact, there has been an increasing trend 
to produce data for even smaller nuclear units such as 
the economic family, the census family and, more 
recently, for families by family structure representing 
the stage in the family life cycle. Now that genera- 
tional data have been produced (for the Chinese 
seminar) it remains to be seen what practical applica- 
tion they may have in the Canadian context. 


Table 1 presents detailed generational data for 
Canada for 1971, 1976 and 1981. During the decade, 
both one-generation households comprised of one 
person only or one couple only increased as a propor- 
tion of total households (13.4% to 20.3% and 19.1% 
to 22.0% respectively). All other types of households 
decreased proportionately. Some, in fact, decreased 
both in relative and absolute terms as well. For 
example, due to the decline in fertility and the in- 
crease in childless and empty-nest families, the two- 
generaton only households decreased proportionately 
from 53.0% of all households in 1971 to 47.4% in 
1981. In absolute terms, however, they increased 
from 3,197,195 to 3,924,875 for a percentage in- 
crease of 22.8 from 1971 to 1981. 


wife’. Based upon age differentials, however, it is estimated that 
the potential number of grandparents not coded is only about 
1,500. Because some of these persons would be couples, the 
potential number of multi-generation families lost is even less.

Of particular interest is the increase in one-person 
households and one-couple households which in- 
creased by 107.7% and 57.9% respectively, a con- 
siderably higher rise than the 37.3% for all house- 
holds. The two-generation household comprised of 
reference person and child (lone-parent families) also 
increased significantly by 70.8%. Perhaps even more 
significant, however, is the relative and absolute de- 
cline in not only most types of three-generation house- 
holds but also virtually every type of household in 
which parents of the reference person are included 
and most households containing other related and 
non-related persons. To what degree these declines 
are due to significant shifts in life-style or due to subtle 
changes in data collection methodology? between 


In 1981 the concept of reference person replaced the concept 
of head of household used in 1971. 
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1971 and 1981 cannot be fully determined at the 
present time but it is likely, based upon analysis of 
other household typologies, that, for the most part, the 
decline is precipitated by persons breaking away from 
established households. 


Households involving other related and non-related 
persons declined significantly over the decade except 
in one-generation households of reference person and 
others, which increased by 21.7% and in two- 
generation households comprised of reference per- 
son, child and others, which increased by 12.8%. The 
former households were primarily groups of unrelated 
persons, while the latter were lone-parent families 
living with other persons.

International Comparisons 

Table 2 compares data on generational households 
for three periods, the 1960s, the 1970s and the 1980s 
for Canada, China, Japan, the Republic of Korea and 
the United States. Unfortunately, data are not avail- 
able for all countries for each period. Nevertheless, 
significant differences can be seen, both between 
countries and between decades. For example, in the 
United States the proportion of one-person house- 
holds increased significantly between 1960 and 1970 
as it did in Canada between 1971 and 1981 and 
Japan between 1970 and 1980. On the other hand, 
significant differences existed between countries. For 
example, in the 1970s, three or more generation 
households comprised 18.0% of all households in 
Japan and 20.2% in Korea. In the United States such 


households comprised only 3.5% of the total (4.1% 
in Canada). In the 1980s the proportion of such 
households had declined to 15.3% in Japan and 
2.6% in Canada while new data available for China 
revealed that in 1982, three or more generation 
households represented 18.8% of all households. 


Several factors influence the generational composition 
of households including fertility, sex differentials in 
mortality and housing availability, which in turn are 
influenced by a society’s cultural heritage and eco- 
nomic evolution. The interplay of such factors, no 
doubt, contributes significantly to the differences 
between the countries noted above, even though, 
general trends in each country appear to be moving 
in the same direction.

In North America we know that improvements in the 
availability of housing units, trends to smaller families, 
increased marriage dissolution, a general aging of the 
population, the economic opportunity to establish 
independent households and significant male-female 
mortality differentials have all very much influenced 
generational composition in households. The figures 
available for Japan indicate that similar trends may be 
developing even though the weight and combination 
of factors may be somewhat different. It will be inter- 
esting to see if China, with one-quarter of the world’s 
population, develops similar trends or whether her 
economic growth and family planning policies will 
lead in other directions. For example, China’s new 
marriage law, which requires couples to care and 
provide for their parents when they become elderly, 
may tend to keep China’s proportion of multi- 
generational households higher than for other coun- 
tries for some years to come. 


Summary 

The presentation of data on a generation basis pro- 
vides a new perspective on trends in size and compo- 
sition of the Canadian household. Comparisons 
between 1971 and 1981 confirm some trends already 
known from formerly published data such as the 
significant increases in persons living alone, in lone- 
parent families and in families comprised of a couple 
and no children. Not immediately apparent previously, 
however, was the decline in households which in- 
cluded parents on the one hand, and other related and 
non-related persons on the other hand. Also, now 
apparent, is the decline in three or more generation 
households. Unfortunately, it is not possible to reag- 
gregate data from pre-1971 Censuses to determine 
earlier trends but we do know that household size in 
Canada has declined in the last century (from an 
average of 5.3 persons per household in 1881 to 2.9 
in 1981). Since the 1960s the decline has been 
dramatic: from 3.9 in 1961 to 3.5 in 1971 and to 2.9 
in 1981. We know that a lowered fertility during that 
period has been a contributing factor but the new data 
indicate that major shifts in the composition of house-

holds have also been a factor. Specifically, there is a 
significant shift away from shared accommodations 
including accommodations with non-relatives, with 
parents and with other relatives. This has been ev- 
idenced further in the decline in size of those eco- 
nomic families which are comprised of siblings or 
other relatives.‘ 


Thus, we are witnessing an evolution of our society 
that finds the population living in even smaller nuclear 
units, based increasingly on immediate conjugal or 
kinships ties. At the same time, our population is aging 
and the results of these two trends could be assumed 
to be increasing numbers of aged persons who are 
living apart from their offspring, some with their 
spouses and some who are widowed, completely on 
their own. The implications of these developments are 
not known at the present time. Nor is the potential of 
the generational household typology to shed light on 
such developments presently known. Now that the 
data have been produced, it remains for innovative 
researchers to determine whether their analysis, in 
conjunction with other data and other household and 
family typologies, will give us a better understanding 
of the social and economic forces at work in shaping 
the living arrangements of Canadians.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to eco- 
nomic time series at Statistics Canada is a com- 
puterized ratio-to-moving average method. The stan- 
dard computer program used is the Statistics 
Canada X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. 
Seasonal adjustment removes the effect of repetitive 
intra-year variations resulting from normal differ- 
ences in weather, holidays with invariable dates, or 
other events which repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better 
look at the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted 
series will contain irregular fluctuations. Small 
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smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

Introduction 

The concept of ethnicity has long been recognized 
as an extremely complex one.' Ethnic pride notwith- 
Standing, self-identification, self-reporting and the 
perception of distinctiveness/non-distinctiveness 
from other members of the population, all combine 
to add dimensions of complexity and influence on 
what is provided as a response to census inquiries 
into ethnicity. This in turn impacts on the data pro- 
vided as output — the data used to quantify the 
aboriginal population of Canada and identify its 
characteristics. 


In the 1981 Census, Native Peoples? were identified 
from responses to Question 26 on ethnic origin. 
Four categories of native persons were specified as 
answer boxes on the questionnaire — (i) Inuit, (ii) 
Status or registered Indian, (iii) Non-status Indian 
and (iv) Métis. Write-in responses from persons un- 
able to or choosing not to identify with the legal or 
other distinctions indicated by the answer box op- 
tions were also accepted and eventually coded to 
an appropriate Native Peoples answer box.

Conceptual Changes from Previous Censuses 
The ethnic origin question in 1981 removed the 
specification of paternal ancestry. In 1971 and ear- 
lier censuses, this had structured the provision of 
single responses such that a respondent was ex- 
pected to report an ethnic origin derived from his 
father’s side of the family. The 1981 Census was 
the first to accept multiple ethnic origins. Though it 
did not stipulate that respondents ‘‘Mark as many 
boxes as apply”, the acceptance of multiple re- 
sponses provided a mixed ethnic component (other 
than Métis)° to the Native Peoples constituency. This 
was reflected in the category Native Peoples and 
Other included in the statistics provided as output. 


The subcomponents of Native Peoples and Other 
were (i) Inuit and Other (ii) Status or registered In- 
dian and Other and (iii) Non-status Indian/Métis and 
Other. The total native population of 491,460 on the 
final 1981 data base,* thus includes persons (except 
inmates of institutions® — another change from 
1971), who (a) only responded to one or more of 
the four Native Peoples answer box options, (b) pro- 
vided a native origin as a write-in response, and (c) 
provided a native ethnic origin (either as a mark-in 
or write-in) in combination with a non-native origin. 
Much of the discussion in this paper centres on 
these 491,460 persons. Table 1 indicates how these 
persons are distributed by response category.

Output on the native population has traditionally 
been presented as a component of the statistics on 
ethnic origin. However, to facilitate specific tabula- 
tions on the characteristics of the Native Peoples as 
a distinct sector of the population, a special ma- 
chine-readable Native Peoples Tape and Microfiche 
were developed by Statistics Canada from informa- 
tion collected in the 1981 Census. These permit 
analysis of the cultural, economic, housing and 
other characteristics of Canada’s Native Peoples at 
various levels of geographic aggregation (Canada 
and provinces/territories, census divisions and cen- 
Sus Subdivisions, including Indian reserves) and for 
most variables which are part of the regular census 
outputs.’ This initiative is supplemented by research 
activities on a variety of subjects pertaining to the 
native population. Among these are (i) Aboriginal 
Languages in Canada, (ii) Profile of Native Women: 
1981 Census of Canada, (ili) Canada’s Native Peo- 
ple, and a study of (iv) Native Housing .'' Finally, 
users of socio-cultural data on the native and non- 
native population will continue to benefit from the 
provision of User’s Guides describing various 
elements in the collection, processing, comparability 
and output of statistics now in the public domain. 


Anomalies in the Native Peoples Data 

In situations where respondents were confused as to 
the precise meaning of Native Peoples, status !|n- 
dian, non-status Indian, etc., ambiguous or incorrect 
responses may have been provided to the ethnic 
Origin question. Except for the native mother 
tongue/native origin requirement, the edit rules did 
not specify the acceptability/unacceptability of any 
combinations provided by respondents. Indeed, 
even this native mother tongue/native origin require- 
ment was relevant only to write-in responses and 
cases requiring imputation. The result is some pecu- 
liar combinations when the Native Peoples constitu- 
ency is tabulated with other cultural variables — 
place of birth, religion, mother tongue — obtained in 
the census.” 


Tabulation of native ethnic origin with place of birth 
(Table 6) reveals 9,525 persons, or 1.9 percent of 
the native population with a place of birth other 
than Canada or the U.S.A. Tabulation of persons 
indicating a native origin by the religion reported 
(Table 7) shows almost 7,000 persons with the tra- 
ditionally Eastern Non-Christian religions — Bahai, 
Buddhism, Hinduism, Islam and Sikh. Even more 
striking, tabulation of persons reporting a native ori- 
gin by the response provided for mother tongue 
(Table 8) reveals some 21,000 persons whose home 
language is neither of the country’s official lan- 
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guages nor an Aboriginal language.'* One can legiti- 
mately question where some of these languages, 
e.g., Punjabi, Hindi and Bantu were learnt or 
whether the persons indicating these linguistic ele- 
ments are indeed native persons as defined by the 
census. It should be stressed, however, that some of 
these peculiar socio-cultural combinations were re- 
ported by the same persons, i.e. some ‘‘native per- 
sons’ with a place of birth outside Canada, were 
also the ones reporting Punjabi as mother tongue 
and indicating that they were of the Hindu religion. 
Thus, if these traits are taken collectively, just under 
2,000 persons identified as native by the census, 
reported a place of birth outside Canada and the 
U.S.A., combined with a traditionally Eastern Non- 
Christian religion and a mother tongue which was 
not English nor French, nor an Aboriginal language. 


The anomalous situations revealed in Tables 6 
through 9, suggest that the edit rules for census 
data should address the legitimacy of cultural com- 


binations. For example, marriage of non-aboriginal 
women to status Indians notwithstanding, it may be 
safe to assume that a combination of Birthplace = 
India; Home Language = Punjabi; Religion = 
Hinduism, and Ethnic Origin = status Indian is very 
unlikely in the real world and is the result of an er- 
ror in the ethnic origin response. However, the 
same is not true for a combination such as Birth- 
place = Canada; Home Language = Punjabi; Reli- 
gion = Hinduism; and Ethnic Origin = Métis. Can it 
be said with any confidence that any one or two val- 
ues in this latter combination are incorrect and, if 
so, which ones? The task is thus one of designing 
editing systems and prescribing acceptability in 
such a way that obviously erroneous situations are 
eliminated while legitimate outliers are still captured 
and preserved. This must be viewed within the 
larger philosophical context and delicate balance of 
having a Census of Population request and receive 
information from the public and then alter the re- 
sponses given, if they do not appear logical or rea- 
sonable. While this creates a dilemma from a data 
collection and processing standpoint, Statistics 
Canada has nonetheless been co-operating with In- 
dian and Northern Affairs Canada (INAC) and other 
federal departments in running requested tabula- 
tions designed to aid in making special-purpose 
adjustments.

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Improving the Quality of Cultural Data 

The success of any census of population depends 
largely on the ability of census takers to ask clear, 
easily understood, unambiguous questions, and on 
the co-operation of the population in responding to 
these questions. To be anything other than a simple 
head count, the accuracy, validity and utility of the 
census depends on reconciliation of these two ele- 
ments. From the discussion in the previous section, 
it would appear that the question identifying the na- 
tive population was not unequivocally clear to all 
respondents. Further, despite two options for self- 
identification (an answer box option and a write-in 
option), some questions have been raised as to 
whether all persons of native ancestry necessarily 
reported this in response to the ethnic origin ques- 
tion. Krauter and Davis (1978, p. 8) have noted, in 
this connection ‘‘Some Indians who choose to live 
off the reserve also seek to suppress their Indian 
identity, feeling that it places them at a disadvan- 
tage in white society’. It is possible too, that some 
persons who do not necessarily report for them- 
selves, such as native children adopted by or wards 
of non-native families, may not have had their native 
ancestry reported and thus not captured by the cen- 
sus. In this context, the focus is on ancestry and 
particularly on quasi-racial identity, rather than a 
broadly defined cultural grouping or association. 


Census takers can and must address these issues. 
They must (and this is the obvious avenue) continue 
to refine the inquiry and processing systems such 
that any ambiguities in the questions and instruc- 
tions are reduced or eradicated. But they can do 
more. They can aid in the creation of a climate 
whereby co-operation is induced, where any percep- 
tion of surreptitious intent in the census, any ele- 
ment of suspicion in data activities is tackled head- 
On and the value of census data is demonstrated to 
the population. 


Conclusion 

Historically, the Census of Canada has collected in- 
formation on Canada’s Native Peoples via an ethnic 
Origin question asked of a sample of households. 
This continued through to the 1981 Census, where, 
for the first time, multiple responses were permitted 
and four categories of native persons were identi- 
fied. If federal and provincial government discus- 
sions with Canada’s Native Peoples continue with 
any of the prominence of recent years, there will be 
increasing demands for more data on not only the 
numbers, but also the socio-economic and other 
characteristics of the native population. As the na- 
tional statistical agency, Statistics Canada will con- 
tinue to have a prominent role in the collection of 


such data and the census will probably continue to 
function as the primary vehicle for such statistical 
activities. There is a clear challenge in future cen- 
suses to refine the data collection and processing 
mechanisms in order to ensure that the census is 
responsive to community needs, that quality re- 
sponses are obtained from the Native Peoples and 
the many other groups which are part of the cultural 
fabric of Canada, and that valid and reliable data 
are provided to all users. Clearly, census takers 
cannot by themselves provide adequate solutions in 
all these areas.

For all intents and purposes, in this paper the terms 
“native peoples/persons” and ‘aboriginal peoples/per- 
sons” should be interpreted as being synonymous. The 
former was in vogue during the 1981 Census; the latter 
was the preferred identification thereafter. 


2 The 1981 Census Dictionary and Instruction Guide to 
the census questionnaire provide the following 
information on Métis. ‘‘Métis are descendants of people 
of mixed Indian and European ancestry who formed a 
distinct socio-cultural entity in the 19th century. The 
Métis have gone on to absorb the mixed offspring of 
Native Indian People and groups from all over the 
world.” This definition brings into focus the 
appropriateness of multiple origins involving the native 
population and the apparent ambiguity of the 
categorization ‘Métis and Other’. Further, from this 
definition, should a person whose ancestry Is, for 
example, Status Indian and French, not be considered a 
Metis?

A recipient spouse, for example, received the value of 
the donor spouse if both had the same mother tongue.

: The “‘hot-deck"’ is comprised of error free (donor) re- 
cords, from which one exhibiting similar characteristics 
to the recipient record is selected for donation of 
values. 
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Mother tongue, a characteristic required of the entire 
population and not just those in the 1 in 5 sample of 
households, was edited before ethnic origin. Conse- 
quently, every record for which ethnic origin was being 
verified would already have contained a value for 
mother tongue.

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Financial Activity in Canada 

Third Quarter 1984 

Much of the growth in Gross National Expenditure 
during the third quarter was attributable to in- 
creased net exports. The relatively moderate growth 
of final domestic demand was reflected in the de- 
mand for funds on conventional credit markets by 
domestic non-financial sectors. All of these sectors 
and especially the personal sector reduced their 
borrowing. Together, these sectors raised $13.3 bil- 
lion in new funds, representing 11.7% of the value 
of goods and services produced during the period; 
by comparison demand for funds of $16.7 billion 
had represented more than 16% of Gross National 
Expenditure in the previous quarter. 


Governments remained the principal borrowers on 
conventional credit markets; at $7.2 billion, their 
borrowing was greater than that of all other domes- 
tic non-financial sectors combined. With a continu- 
ing deficit financing requirement, the federal govern- 
ment alone accounted for $5.5 billion of these 
funds. Treasury bills continued to be the major 
source of funds, raising $4.5 billion. Marketable 
bonds raised $3.8 billion while $2 billion in Canada 
Savings Bonds were redeemed. This redemption 
probably reflected some substitution of higher yield- 
ing Treasury bills for CSBs in personal sector port- 
folios. An increased proportion of marketable bond 
issues with terms to maturity approaching or ex- 
ceeding 10 years offset increases in Treasury bills 
and short-term bonds; the average term to maturity 
of federal marketable securities remained five years 
four months. The provinces’ financing requirement 
saw a marked drop in the third quarter, principally 
as a result of increases in direct taxes, so that net 
borrowing on conventional credit markets was sub- 
stantially subdued compared with the previous quar- 
ter. Governments’ borrowing on these markets were 
$20.7 billion over the first nine months of the year, 
up $1.4 billion from the equivalent period in 1983.

Non-financial private corporations’ fixed capital for- 
mation increased slightly during the quarter but 
remained well below the pre-recession peak 
reached in 1981. Inventory accumulation was lim- 
ited, with increases for retail and wholesale trade 
offset by decreases for manufacturing. With continu- 
ing modest growth in profits, there was limited re- 
course to credit markets. Borrowing in the form of 
loans and commercial paper increased by $700 mil- 
lion. Gross issues of bonds of more than $700 mil- 
lion were almost completely offset by redemptions. 
Net new issues of shares raised $1.8 billion, reflect- 
ing a continuation of balance sheet restructuring. 
More than half the value of gross share issues by 
the sector during the first nine months of 1984 con- 
sisted of preferred shares; as a proportion of net 
new issues, preferred shares represented about 
35%. 


Personal sector borrowing on conventional credit 
markets of $2.7 billion represents a substantial de- 
cline from the previous quarter’s $5.0 billion. Much 
of the drop occurred in mortgage borrowing; de- 
mand for new mortgages of $1.8 billion was the low- 
est of any quarter since the beginning of the recov- 
ery in the first quarter of 1983. This decline was 
attributable in part to increases in mortgage lending 
rates which began late in the first quarter and 
peaked in July at 13.75% for 1-year and almost 
15% for 3-year terms, the highest rates since 1982. 
The reduction in mortgage borrowing during the first 
three quarters of 1984 ($7.3 billion) compared to 
the same period of 1983 ($10.2 billion) also re- 
flected differences in government housing purchase 
incentive programs. Consumer credit borrowing of 
less than $1 billion, again a decrease from the pre- 
vious quarter ($1.5 billion) reflected subdued per- 
sonal expenditure and especially, a decline in ex- 
penditure on durables. 


During the quarter short-term interest rates fluctu- 
ated quite sharply. In July, there were increases of 
between 50 and 115 basis points. Long-term yields 
were largely unaffected by the increases in short- 
term instruments, indicating pressures were proba- 
bly more related to the value of the Canadian dollar 
vis-a-vis its United States counterpart. The Canadian 
dollar fell to a record low of 74.86 cents U.S. in 
mid-July, as short-term rates in the United States 
rose in response to strong credit demands and a 
relatively restrictive monetary policy. The Bank of 
Canada’s holding of Treasury bills fell over $700 
million in July alone. However, as the quarter pro- 
gressed, short-term yields fell to about those prevail- 
ing at the beginning of July whereas those on longer 
term instruments fell by over a percentage point. 
With inflation continuing to decline, however, real 
rates of interest remained at very high levels 
historically. 


The downward pressure on the Canadian dollar in 
July prompted the Government of Canada to borrow 
U.S. $500 million from its stand-by credit with non- 
resident banks in order to buttress the international 
exchange reserves. In August, a significant recovery 
of the Canadian dollar, up over two cents U.S.., al- 
lowed the federal government not only to repay the 
funds borrowed in July but also the U.S. $500 mil- 
lion borrowed in the second quarter. A further U.S. 
$200 million was repaid to Canadian chartered 
banks. In September, however, as the Canadian dol- 
lar began to weaken again, the federal government 
borrowed a further U.S. $200 million from Canadian 
chartered banks. The dollar closed the quarter at 
75.91 cents U.S., virtually unchanged from the clos- 
ing rate at the end of June.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to eco- 
nomic time series at Statistics Canada is a com- 
puterized ratio-to-moving average method. The stan- | 
dard computer program used is the Statistics 
Canada X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. 
Seasonal adjustment removes the effect of repetitive 
intra-year variations resulting from normal differ- 
ences in weather, holidays with invariable dates, or — 
other events which repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better 
look at the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted 
series will contain irregular fluctuations. Small | 
changes between months in the adjusted series may 
simply be erratic movements and, to obtain a 
clearer idea of the underlying trend, users should | 
examine the adjusted series over a number of 
months. The MCD, or Months for Cyclical Domi- | 
nance, in a table containing seasonally adjusted se- — 
ries, indicates the smallest span of months for which 
the average percent change without regard to sign | 
in the trend cycle is greater than that in the irreg- 
ular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, | 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

The Value of Household Work in 


Canada, 1981 
J.L. Swinamer* 


1.0 Introduction 

In 1978 Statistics Canada released a study by Oli 
Hawrylyshyn, Estimating the Value of Household 
Work in Canada, 19771 (Catalogue 13-566 
Occasional)'. Hawrylyshyn tested three methods for 
deriving the value of household work (HW), and 
arrived at results which indicated the value of 
household work represented approximately 40% of 
the level of GNP in 1971. 


This paper outlines the results of a similar study 
undertaken to derive estimates of household work in 
Canada for 1981. 1981 Census data and the 1981 
Canadian Time Use Pilot Study (prepared by 
Education, Science and Culture Division, Statistics 
Canada) provided the bases from which the 1981 
household work estimates were produced. 


Section 2 of the paper summarizes the methodology 
followed in preparing the 1981 household work 
estimates and indicates the basic data sources 
used; Section 3 presents the 1981 household work 
estimates for Canada by type of estimation method, 
compares the value of household work for each 
pravinee/territory, and examines the relative 
contributions of females and males to the 1981 
household work value; Section 4 compares the 
1981 household work estimates to the 1971 
estimates; Section 5 examines the sensitivity of the

2.0 Deriving the 1981 Estimates of the Value of 

Household Work | 
The purpose of this study is to provide estimates of | 
the contribution of labour in non-market, household, 
economic activities to the value of production in 
1981; that is, to attach a dollar value to all 
household activities which could be replaced by 
market activities. Eight types of household activity 
were identified for valuation: food preparation; 
cleaning; clothing care; repairs and maintenance; 
marketing and household management, physical 
child care; tutorial child care; and other child care. — 
Two approaches were used to value the labour | 
contribution to these household activities: the 
individual-function-cost (HFC) and the opportunity 
cost (HOC) methods?. 


The individual-function-cost approach seeks to value 
household work production by estimating the dollar 
amount that would be required to hire specific 
household-work-related occupations within the 
market economy to perform the various household 
activities (e.g. food preparation, child care) of all 
family or non-family units in Canada’. To derive this |

estimate, the time spent on each household work 
function is multiplied by the average wage paid in 
these specific occupations (e.g. the time spent on 
food preparation is multiplied by the average wage 
received by those in food preparation occupations) 
and by the number of family and non-family units. 


The opportunity cost approach seeks to value 
household work by estimating the opportunity cost 


_ of performing household work; that is, the value of 

_ labour production that is foregone by persons 

_ contributing time to non-market, economic 
household work activities. This estimate is prepared, 
_ then, by multiplying the total time spent on all 

_ household work activities by the average wage 


received by labour in market activities (the average 
wage of all occupations) and by the number of 
family and non-family units. 


_ When the 1971 estimates of household work were 


prepared, the opportunity cost approach also 


_ contained a tax-netting factor. The resulting 1971 
| Opportunity cost estimates, then, allowed for the 


notion that the perceived opportunity cost for time 
spent on household work is wages net of taxes and 
not gross wages. For the 1981 estimates, however, 
this tax-netting factor has not been applied because 
it is felt that for estimating the contribution of labour 
to the value of production in non-market activities, 
the gross market price should be used, as is done 
when valuing market activities. 


The following sections summarize the estimation 
formulas used for the 1981 estimates and the 
sources of data. 


2.1 The Estimation Formulas for the 1981 Study 
With the exception of the excluded tax-netting factor 
in the opportunity cost approach (see Section 2.0 
above), the formulas used for estimating the 1981 
value of household work by the 
individual-function-cost and opportunity cost 
methods are identical to those used in 
Hawrylyshyn’s 1971 study and are contained in List 
1. Lists 2 and 3, respectively, define the output and 
input variables contained in the formulas. The 
subscripts used with these variables are indicated in 
List 4 and are similar to those used by Hawrylyshyn, 
with the exception of the Yukon/Northwest 
Territories being added as subscript 11 for 
Provinces/Territories. 


A comparison of the two methods of estimating 
household work (i.e., a comparison of equations (1) 
and (7) in List 1) indicates that there is one basic 


difference between the individual-function-cost and 


opportunity cost methods; that is, the 
individual-function-cost method attaches a unique 
‘individual’ wage estimate to each household 
function whereas the opportunity cost method 
applies the same average provincial wage (by sex) 
to the total time spent on household functions. This 
difference between the individual-function-cost and 
opportunity cost formulas will be of significance 
when the 1981 estimates are analyzed in Section 3.

OR. Sources of Data for the 1981 Estimates 

Three main types of data were required for the 

1981 estimates: the number of family and non-family 
units, wages, and time spent on household work. 
The sources for each of these types of data are 
outlined below. 


Number of Family and Non-Family Units — a special 
aggregation from the 1981 Census provided the 
number of family and non-family units, by province, 
by age of youngest child, number of children under 
18, by type of family and non-family unit, and by 
female’s market status (see List 3, in Section 2.1 for 
detail). 


Wages — special aggregations from the 1981 
Census provided (i) average incomes for females 
and males in specific occupations with functions 
similar to those performed for household work (for 
example, the average incomes of cooks, 
seamstresses, child care workers working in the 
market economy), by province (for the

individual-function-cost method); and (ii) average 
income for females and males of all occupations, by 
province (for the opportunity cost method). 


Time Spent on Household Work — special 
aggregations from the 1981 Canadian Time Use 
Pilot Study provided data on the average time spent 
by females and males on specific household 
functions. The time study is based on interviews 
with 2700 households in 14 Canadian 
cities/regions.

3.1 The Value of Household Work by the 
Opportunity Cost and Individual-Function-Cost 
Methods 
The value of household work in Canada, in 1981, is 
estimated at $738,956 million by the opportunity 
cost method and $727,190 million by the 
individual-function-cost method. These estimates 
represent 41.0% and 35.7%, respectively, of the 
1981 GNP for Canada. 


The estimate of household work using the 
individual-function-cost method is significantly lower 
than that using the opportunity cost method. As

| The provincial/territorial estimates of the value of 

household work in 1981, by the opportunity cost 

__and individual-function-cost methods, are contained 

' in Table 1 (note that an estimate has been prepared 

- for the Yukon/Northwest Territories). Column 1 of 

' Table 1 presents the level of Gross Domestic

| 3.2 Values of Household Work by Province 
| 


Generally, the differences which exist between the 
| household work values of the provinces/territories 
as a percentage of Provincial Gross Domestic 


Product are due to the varying family structures 
between provinces (in terms of type/ status of 
family and non-family units, age of youngest child, 
number of children) and related variations in the 
time contributions to household work according to 
these structures. Of particular significance is the 
level of market participation of married women; in 
those provinces where the market participation rate 
of married females is low, the value of household 
work as a percentage of Provincial Gross Domestic 
Product is higher than the Canadian average (and 
vice versa). This can be explained through 
reference to Table 2 which indicates that the time 
contributed to household work by married females 
who are in the market, on average, is significantly 
lower than the time spent on household work by 
married females who are not in the market.

Thus, it follows that in the Atlantic provinces, where 
the market participation of married females is low 
and the time contributed to household work is 
therefore relatively high, the value of household 
work as a percentage of Provincial Gross Domestic 
Product is higher than the Canadian average. 
Alternatively, in Alberta, where the market 
participation of married females is high and the time 
contributed to household work is therefore relatively 
low, the value of household work as a percentage of 
| provincial Gross Domestic Product is lower than the 
_ Canadian average. 


| For all provinces/territories, the value of household 
work derived by the individual-function-cost 

_ approach is significantly lower than the estimate 
derived by the opportunity cost method. This is due 
to the effect of attaching a specific wage estimate to 
the time spent on household functions in the 
individual-function-cost approach as opposed to 
attaching an average wage of all occupations to the 
total time spent on household work with the 
Opportunity cost method. Generally, the wages for 
the individual household functions (e.g. child care, 
food preparation) tend to be lower than the average 
wage of all occupations. 


3.3 The Relative Contribution of Females to 
Household Work 
Table 3 summarizes the contribution of females to 
household work by province as obtained by the two 
estimation methods. The average contribution of 
females to the value of household work was 60.1% 
by the opportunity cost method and 60.7% as 
estimated by the individual-function-cost approach. 


The variation in the contribution of females to the 
value of household work between the 
provinces/territories is due to a number of 
inter-related factors: (1) the differing family and 
non-family unit type/status between 
provinces/territories — particularly the market 
participation rates of married females. Thus, in the 
Atlantic provinces and Québec, where the market 
participation of married females is low, the 
contribution of females to the value of household 
work is higher than the Canadian average. In the 
western provinces, where the market participation of 
married females is high, the contribution of females 
to the value of household work is generally lower 
than the Canadian average; and (2) differences in 
wage structures between provinces/territories — 
especially the ratio of male to female wages in each

province. In provinces/territories where the 
male/female wage ratio was lower than average 
(that is, the disparity between male and female 
wages was relatively low), the contribution of males 
to household work was lower because high male 
wage rates were not able to compensate for 
relatively less time contributed to household work by 
males. An illustration of this is the Yukon/Northwest 
Territories where, despite extremely high market 
participation by married females, the contribution of 
females to the value of household work is higher 
than the Canadian average. This anomaly exists 
since the very low disparity between male and 
female wages in the Yukon/Northwest Territories 
means that the greater time contribution of females 
(whether in market or not in market) relative to 
males is not significantly diminished in the final 
value of household work by male wages which are 
much greater than female wages. 


4.0 A Comparison of the 1981 and 1971 Estimates 
of the Value of Household Work 
This section compares the 1981 
individual-function-cost estimate of the value of 
household work with that of 1971. To facilitate 
comparison between the two years, Table 4, below, 
contains figures pertaining to 1981 and 1971,

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and as a proportion of GNP; (2) the growth in the 
value of non-market, household work production per 
family and non-family unit and the growth in the 
value of market production per unit; and (3) the 
relative contribution of females to household work. 


As a percentage of market production (GNP), the 
value of non-market, household work production has 
decreased significantly from 1971 to 1981 — from 
40.9% in 1971 to 35.7% in 1981. Thus, although 
the value of non-market, household work production 
per family and non-family unit increased by 135.1% 
between 1971 and 1981 (from $6,231 per unit in 
1971 to $14,648 per unit in 1981), the growth of 
market production per unit was greater — with a 
168.7% increase between 1971 and 1981 (from 
$15,243 per unit in 1971 to $40,980 per unit). Also 
during the 1971 to 1981 period, the relative 
contribution of females to the value of household 
work declined significantly — from 67.3% in 1971 
to 60.7% in 1981. 


These trends between 1971 and 1981 are due to 
changes in the structure of one or more of the three 
basic components of the household work formula: 
that is: (1) changes in the time use patterns of the 
individual family and non-family units by type 
(husband-wife, one parent, single person, etc.), 
Status (in market or not in market females), and 
number/age of children; (2) changes in the wages

occupations; and/or (3) changes in the structure of 
family and non-family units by type, status, and the 
number/age of children. 


To determine how much of the 1981 decline in the 
value of household work (as compared to GNP) is 
attributable to each of the three components, the 
following analysis was carried out: (1) a ‘‘dummy set 
of data’ was created by applying the 1971 patterns 
for time, wage, and structure of family and 
non-family units to 1981 levels (for example, the 
1971 structure of family and non-family units by 
type, status and number/age of children was 

applied to the 1981 number of family and non-family 
units); and (2) four distinct ‘‘dummy estimates”’ of 
the 1981 value of household work were made — 
estimates which substituted: (i) 1971 time patterns 


_ for 1981 time patterns; (ii) 1971 wage structures 
_ (applied to 1981 levels) for 1981 structures; (iii) 


1971 family and non-family unit structures (applied 
to 1981 levels) for the 1981 structures; and (iv) 
1971 time, wage, and family and non-family unit 
Structures (applied to 1981 levels) for all 1981 data. 


The results from the above analysis indicated that

overwhelmingly to changes in the structure of family 
and non-family units by type, status, and 
number/age of children. The most predominant 
aspect of these changes in unit structure between 
1971 and 1981 is the increase in the proportion of 
females who are ‘in market’ — particularly in terms 
of married females. Census figures indicate that the 
labour force participation rate of married females 
increased from 36.9% in 1971 to 52.0%‘ in 1981. 
Thus, for the 1981 household work estimates, an 
increased proportion of the female contribution to 
the value of household work is contributed by ‘in 
market” females for which there is a lower time 
contribution relative to females not participating in 
the market (see Section 3.2 for a comparison of 
time contributions of ‘‘in market’ females). This, 
then, explains the decline in the value of household 
work relative to the level of GNP; that is, higher ‘“‘in 
market” participation by females results in less 
contribution to the growth of non-market, household 
work, production and in more contribution to the 
growth of market production. The above factors also 
explain the decline in the relative contribution of 
females to the value of household work.

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The results of the 1981 ‘‘dummy variables’”’ analysis 
also indicated that changes between 1971 and 
1981 in time and wage rate structures were not 
significant. It would seem, then, that despite the 
increase in popularity of time saving devices 
(dishwashers, washers, dryers, microwaves, etc.) 
and habits (fast food outlets and restaurant meals) 
over this period, the amount of time devoted to 
performing household functions remained basically 
invariant. 


5.0 Sensitivity of Household Work Estimates to the 
Accuracy of Data 
Three basic types of data form the basis of the 
household work estimates: time use, wage rate, and 
number of family units data. The 1981 sources for 
each type of data are thought to be fairly reliable; 
the wage rate and number of family units data are 
from the 1981 Census, and the time-use figures are 
from the 1981 Canadian Time Use Pilot Study which 
provides time-use data from across Canada and for 
all family types. Despite the reliability of these data, 
however, a number of sensitivity tests were run to 
discern the effect on the total value of household 
work of altering each of the three data types. 


Varying the time spent on each household work 
function by 10% had no significant effect on the 
total value of household work. The functions which 
were most effected by a 10% increase in time use 
were, for example: marketing (a 10% increase in 
the time spent on marketing functions resulted in a 
2.9% increase in the level of household work), food 
(2.7%), cleaning (1.3%), and maintenance (1.3%). 
The differences in the effect of the time variations 
are due to the particular function's relative 
importance in total time use and the level of wage 
rate for the specific function as compared to the 
average of all household work wage rates. 


Wage data variations had a more significant impact 
onthe level of household work. Two main tests were 
run in this area: (1) assuming that female wages 
were .9 of male wages increased the value of 
household work by 14.4%; and (2) assuming that 
female wages were equivalent to those of males 
resulted in a 22.7% increase in the household work 
value. When compared to results from the 1971 
sensitivity analysis, these tests indicated that, 
between 1971 and 1981, the disparity between male 
and female wages decreased in household work 
occupations since similar tests for 1971 resulted in 
increases of 19.5% and 29.1%, respectively, in the 
value of household work’®. 
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Varying individual components of the number of 
family and non-family units data was found to have | 
no significant effect on the value of household work. 


6.0 Summary 

The purpose of this study has been to derive 
estimates of the value of household work, by the 
individual-function-cost and opportunity cost 
methods, for the year 1981, similar to those for 
1971 derived by Hawrylyshyn. The 1981 
individual-function-cost estimate uses the same 
methodology as Hawrylyshyn used for his 1971 
individual-function-cost value. In the 1981 | 
Opportunity cost estimate of household work, 
however, the tax-netting factor found in the 1971 
opportunity cost formula for household work was 
removed. This is felt to be an improvement of the 
Opportunity cost estimate of household work since it 
provides a value of household work at market 
prices. 


The value of household work in Canada was, for 
1981, estimated as between $121 billion | 
(individual-function-cost approach) and $139 billion 
(opportunity cost approach). Compared to GNP for 
1981 of $339 billion, these estimates represent | 
between 35.7% and 41.0% of GNP. The value of | 
household work by the opportunity cost approach (i 
total and in all provinces) is higher than that | 
obtained using the individual-function-cost method. | 
This is because the average wage rates used for the 
former approach are generally higher than the 
individual household function wage rates applied in 
the latter approach. | 


In Comparison with the 1971 estimates of the value | 
of household work as a percentage of GNP, the 
1981 estimates are significantly lower; by the 
individual-function-cost approach, as a percentage 
of GNP, the value of household work has declined 
from 40.9% in 1971 to 35.7% in 1981. This 
decline is due to the combined effect of increased 
market participation by females and lower time 
contributions to household work by females in the 
market versus those not in the market. 


. Despite the lessening of disparities between female and | 
male wages between 1971 and 1981, however, the value. 
of HW as a proportion of GNP has declined rather than | 
increased as would be expected. This is because the | 
greater equalization of female and male wages has 
contributed to the increased rate of market participation — 
of women which has brought with it lower time 
contributions to HW by females and higher levels of 
GNP. 


Gross National Product 

‘Fourth Quarter and 

‘Preliminary Annual 1984 

“Advance Information 

Gross National Product rose 1.4% in the fourth 
quarter of 1984 to a level of $429.9 billion, 
seasonally adjusted at annual rates. After allowing 
‘for a 0.8% increase in prices, the volume of GNP 
rose 0.6% in the fourth quarter, after a strong 1.6% 
gain in the third. For the year as a whole, Gross 
National Product increased 7.8%. Discounting a 
moderate 3.0% price increase, real GNP rose 
4.7%, compared to 3.3% in 1983. On a domestic 
basis the growth rate was closer to 5%; on either 
basis, the increase is the largest since 1976. 


_Much of the increase in economic activity in 1984 
‘originated in sales of motor vehicle products. Half 
of the increase in export demand was in these 
|commodities. Higher car purchases continued to 
drive sales of durable goods upward at a rapid rate, 
/and purchases of commercial vehicles rose strongly. 
Aside from the gains in motor vehicle sales, demand 
‘rose slowly in most sectors of the economy. 
Consumer spending on semi-durable goods and on 
‘services rose at rates similar to 1983. Business 
investment in plant and equipment changed little in 
1984 following two years of steep decline, and 
housing construction fell. By year end, overall, final 
‘domestic demand had only just regained its 1981 
peak. 


Following the substantial contribution to growth in 
output in 1983 by post-recession stock rebuilding, 
inventories grew in line with sales through most of 
1984. Price inflation continued to moderate, as the 
GNE implicit price index decelerated from a 5.5% 
increase in 1983 to 3.0% in 1984, the smallest 
annual increase since 1971. 


In real terms, the strongest rates of growth during 
the year were recorded in the external sector. 


Exports. of goods and services rose nearly 20% 
while imports rose over 15%. In nominal terms, 
both merchandise exports and imports rose by 
nearly 25%, resulting in an increase in the 
merchandise trade balance of $3.1 billion.' This was 
largely offset by a deterioration in the 
non-merchandise deficit, mainly due to a higher net 
outflow of interest and dividend payments, so that 
the overall balance of trade in goods and services 
rose slightly to $1.2 billion. 


Consumer demand rose 3.4% in volume, about the 
same rate as in 1983. A surge in demand for 
durable goods early in 1984 helped to boost 
purchases for the year as a whole by 11.0%, almost 
the same rate as in 1983. The gain in durable 
goods was concentrated in vehicle sales, as in 

1983, while demand for furniture and appliances 
levelled off at a time of weak housing activity. 


Residential construction declined 3.8% in 1984, 
following a strong recovery in 1983. Weakness in 
housing demand was particularly evident in western 
Canada. The softness in demand conditions for 
housing was reflected in only a 1% gain in prices; in 
1984 the implicit price index for residential 
construction was still slightly below its 1982 level. 


Business investment in plant and equipment rose 
marginally in volume to $18.3 billion. Following two 
years of substantial decline, this left the share of 
GNE devoted to plant and equipment at 13% in 
1984, compared to a peak of 17% in 1981. The 
restraint in capital spending coincided with

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substantial excess capacity in most industries and 
with the efforts of firms to restructure balance 
sheets. 


The change in non-farm business inventories was 
about $1 billion in constant dollars, contributing 
substantially less to the growth of real GNP in 1984 
than in 1983. Moderate stock accumulation was 
evident in virtually all industries with the result that 
the aggregate stock-to-sales ratio was essentially 
unchanged during the year. 


Wages, salaries, and supplementary labour income 
increased by 6.1% in 1984, up slightly from the 
gain in 1983. Over the past two years, the share of 
labour income has eased from 57.9% to 55.2%. 
The slower growth of labour income reflects a 
marked deceleration of negotiated wage settlements 
and continued restraint in demand for full-time 
employees, notably in goods-producing industries 
where employment has not returned to 
pre-recession levels. 


Corporate profits before taxes rose 21.3% in 1984 
to a level of $39.7 billion. The share of profits in 
GNP continued to recover slowly and now stands at 
9.4% compared to 8.4% in 1983 and 5.9% in 
1982. 


The total government sector deficit, on a national 
accounts basis, rose $2.6 billion, to a level of $26.9 
billion in 1984. Total government revenue increased 
by 10.1%, as a result of higher indirect taxes, 
investment income and corporate taxes. Total 
expenditures rose by 10.1%, as it did in 1983, with 
slower rates of increase in spending on goods and 
services and transfer payments to persons offsetting 
rapidly growing interest payments on the public 
debt. 


Fourth Quarter Detail 

A slowdown of real GNP growth in the fourth 
quarter to 0.6%, from the rapid gain of 1.6% in the 
third, reflected a slowing of export demand and 
inventory accumulation. Much of the upsurge in 


growth in the third quarter had originated in exports, 


particularly in the motor vehicle sector. Strikes in 
the auto industry limited its contribution to growth in 
the fourth quarter, after dominating growth through 
most of 1984. Higher consumer spending led a 
0.9% increase in final domestic demand, while 
housing expenditures slackened and business 
investment in plant and equipment remained weak. 


Following exceptional growth over the first three 
quarters of the year, the volume of total exports 
declined by 2.2% in the fourth quarter. Most of the 
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decline reflected lower exports of motor vehicle 
products, as well as slowing American industrial | 
demand for many fabricated materials. The real ) 
balance of trade in goods and services continued tc 
rise however, as import demand declined by 3.5% 
in the quarter. The drop reflected weak demand for 
machinery and equipment as well as lower imports — 
of motor vehicle parts. 

In real terms, consumer demand rebounded from a 
weak third quarter to post a 1.4% gain in the 
fourth, the largest quarterly gain of the year. | 
Spending on durable goods led the upturn, as car — 
sales recovered from a decline in the third quarter 
and as numerous price reductions continued to | 
stimulate demand for a number of the other durable 
components. Demand for semi-durable goods also 
recovered from a dip in the previous quarter, rising. 
1.1%. The growth of consumption of non-durable 
goods and services picked up slightly to 0.8% and | 
1.3% respectively. 


Residential construction expenditures declined by 
2.4% in the fourth quarter. This drop offset the slow 
gains earlier in the year, and left the level of 
residential construction little changed from the 
fourth quarter of 1983. The decline reflected lower 
work-put-in-place, as total housing starts dropped b' 
17.4% in the quarter. 


The volume of business investment in plant and 
equipment was little changed in the fourth quarter, 
after a marginal gain in the third. The level of 
business investment was essentially unchanged fron 
a year earlier, as outlays for both non-residential 
construction and machinery and equipment 
remained weak. 


The hesitancy of firms to increase capital spending 
also was evident in the change in non-farm business 
inventories, which was $256 million, the smallest 
accumulation in over a year. The restraint in stock 
accumulation was most evident in the retail and 
manufacturing industries, particularly in reduced 
holdings of raw materials. 


Corporate profits before taxes rose 4.4% in the 
fourth quarter, the first increase since the first 
quarter. Much of the increase appears to have ' 
originated in windfall inventory gains, notably in the 
petroleum industry where price increases resulted, 
in part, from an increase in the petroleum 
compensation charge. 


Wages, salaries and supplementary labour income 
slowed to 1.5% growth from close to 2.0% in the | 
previous two quarters. Most of the slowdown

originated in lower employment growth. Personal 


| disposable income grew 1.3% in the fourth quarter, 


‘less rapidly than consumer outlays, resulting in a 
-deoline in the personal savings to 12.5%. 


The government sector deficit, on a national 

/ accounts basis, decreased $2.5 billion to a 

' seasonally adjusted rate of $27.2 billion in the 
fourth quarter. Government revenues advanced 
4.6%, as a result of increases in corporate taxes,

The increase of 2.7% in total 
expenditure was widespread.

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Observations 


Language in Canada 

Canada is an officially bilingual country but many 
languages, other than English or French, are also 
present. Native languages were used across the 
continent centuries before the first European settlers 
brought French and English to the eastern 
seaboard. Later, immigrants from all over Europe 
settled in city neighbourhoods and in rural areas, 
bringing with them a wide variety of different 
languages. More recent immigrants from India, 
China and Vietnam have added their mother 
tongues to the mosaic. In 1981, besides 
publications in English and French, over 150 
Canadian newspapers and magazines were 
published in close to 40 languages. 


English is the mother tongue of six out of ten 
Canadians. It is not only the most common language 
but it is also largely adopted, even in Quebec, by 
people who first learned a non-official language in 
their childhood. In 1981, however, 11% of the 
Quebec population reported English as their mother 
tongue; less than in 1971. On the other hand, one 
quarter of the Canadian population have French as 
their mother tongue. About a third of those with 
French mother tongue living outside Quebec use 
English as their main home language. 


Retention of languages also varies among other 
mother tongue groups. Persons whose mother 
tongue is Chinese, Portuguese, Italian or a native 
language are more likely to retain their mother 
tongue than those whose mother tongue is German 
or Ukrainian. 


During the last decade, bilingualism in Canada has 
been increasing at more than twice the rate of 
population growth; and there are signs of change in 
the Anglophone/Francophone composition of the 
bilingual population. 
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Language in Canada shows where the various 
linguistic groups are located. It examines the 
maintenance of mother tongue by the English in 
Quebec, the French in and outside of Quebec, and 
by various other mother tongue groups. It also looks 
at changes in official bilingualism.

Multiple Jobholders 

A multiple jobholder is a worker simultaneously 
employed in two or more jobs. A wide variety of 
incentives motivate persons to holding a second job, 
the main one being undoubtedly financial. For 
instance, workers in occupations which provide low 
income or short hours or work, such as artists, 
writers and actors, frequently need to supplement 
their income from their chosen careers in order to 
support themselves. Multiple jobholding is also 
common among seasonal workers, such as farmers, 
who work at a second job during those months 
when their main job’s hours of work are minimal or 
non-existent. 


Little is Known about the industry and occupation of 
these workers’ second job. Due to lack of data, for 
analytical purposes it has normally been assumed 
that the industry and occupation distributions of the 
second job resemble that of the first. A study was 
recently carried out, however, which sheds light on 
this issue. It focuses on a descriptive analysis of the 
class of worker, industry and occupation data for 
multiple jobholders derived from the Survey of 1981 
Work History. This survey, conducted as a 
supplement to the Labour Force Survey in January 
1982, collected information on each job held over 
the course of the reference year (1981) up to a 
maximum of four jobs. For each job reported, the 
months during which some work was done were 
identified, as were the job tenure, class of worker, 
industry and occupation associated with each job. 
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For paid jobs only, a work schedule was requested 
from the respondent, as were data on earnings and 
unionization. 


Two characteristics appear to be widely shared by 
multiple jobholders: most of them had at least one 
part-time job; and, the vast majority of them had at 
least one paid worker position with either the 
government or private industry. 


A relatively small proportion of multiple jobholders, 
30.9%, held both their jobs in the same industry. 
The industry which did provide a large number of 
workers with both their jobs was community 
services. Just over four in ten multiple jobholders 
worked in the same occupation in both their jobs. 


Over one quarter of private paid workers who were 
multiple jobholders combined their paid jobs with 


self-employment; one third of government workers 
with two jobs were also self-employed. 


The three major service industries offered the 
largest proportion of second jobs for multiple 
jobholders. The percentages ranged from 65.8% of 
second jobs for workers in community services to 
40.7% for those in manufacturing and construction. 


The above is drawn from the forthcoming Labour 
Force Activity Section Research Paper No. 44 
entitled ‘Multiple Jobholaers, by Industry and 
Occupation.” In addition to providing data, the 
research paper describes the methodology used to 
select multiple jobholders from the Survey of 1981 
Work History data file. It also contains a quality 
evaluation of the data.

The seasonal adjustment method applied to eco- 
nomic time series at Statistics Canada is a com- 
puterized ratio-to-moving average method. The stan- 
dard computer program used is the Statistics 
Canada X-11-ARIMA seasonal adjustment method. 
Seasonal adjustment removes the effect of repetitive 
intra-year variations resulting from normal differ- 
ences in weather, holidays with invariable dates, or 
other events which repeat with the same timing. 


While seasonal adjustment allows a much better 
look at the underlying trend of a series, the adjusted 
series will contain irregular fluctuations. Small 
changes between months in the adjusted series may 
simply be erratic movements and, to obtain a 
clearer idea of the underlying trend, users should 
examine the adjusted series over a number of 
months. The MCD, or Months for Cyclical Domi- 
nance, in a table containing seasonally adjusted se- 
ries, indicates the smallest span of months for which 
the average percent change without regard to sign 
in the trend cycle is greater than that in the irreg- 
ular factor. For the smoothest series in MCD is 1, 
for the most erratic series it is 6. Applying a moving 
average of the period equal to the MCD tends to 
smooth irregular movements which may obscure the 
underlying trend.

IMPACT OF DIFFERENT HOMEOWNERSHIP 
METHODOLOGIES ON CONSUMER PRICE 
INDEX BEHAVIOUR BETWEEN CANADA AND 
THE UNITED STATES

Introduction 

Given the interrelationships between the Canadian 
and United States economies, it is not surprising 
that comparative analysis and evaluation of 
economic policy in the two countries has often 
focused on the differences in their inflation rates as 
measured by their respective Consumer Price 
Indexes (CPlIs). Year-over-year comparisons indicate 
that price behaviour in the two countries has varied 
substantially over certain periods of time, as 
indicated in Chart 1. In the period 1971 to 1984, 
the differences were most pronounced in the recent 
span from 1979 to 1983. In the United States, 
consumer prices increased at a faster rate in the 
earlier part of this period, peaking in April 1980, 
whereas in Canada, price increases did not peak 
until June 1981. Since these respective peaks, 
consumer price increases have decelerated in both 
countries, but until 1984 Canada was registering 
substantially higher rates of inflation. These 
differences in price behaviour have received 
considerable attention in the media, as well as by 
those responsible for economic policy. 


Unfortunately, despite the high degree of interest in 
Canada-U.S. comparisons, seldom is it pointed out 
that part of the difference in observed price 
behaviour between the two countries is due to 
conceptual differences in their indicators of price 
change. Statistics Canada and the U.S. Bureau of

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Labor Statistics (BLS) use somewhat different 
concepts and methodologies in calculating their 
respective CPls, and in particular have markedly 
different concepts for the homeownership 
component. This complicates the task of the 
economic analyst who would much prefer to have 
CPls for both countries based on similar concepts 
and procedures. This paper attempts to incorporate 
the American approach to owned accommodation in 
the Canadian CPI, in order that more valid 
comparisons of price behaviour between the two 
countries may be made. 


In adjusting the Canadian CPI only for the 
homeownership component, it is not meant to imply 
that there are not other important differences 
between the Canadian and American series. The 
two CPIs have somewhat different definitions of their 
target populations, and are subject to different 
updating policies for their expenditure weights. 


Pricing frequency and sampling procedures used to 
obtain price quotes are different, as are imputation 
procedures for out-of-season items. Certain 
expenditure categories, such as medical care 
premiums and automobile financing charges, are 
excluded from the Canadian CPI but are important 
components of the U.S. CPI. 


This notwithstanding, it is difficult to overemphasize 
the importance of the homeownership concept in 
the measurement of consumer price change, as 
several recent studies have repeatedly shown. In 
1980, BLS published the movements of analytical 


CPls incorporating homeownership series calculated 
according to different concepts (See 7). Although 
identical to the official U.S. CPI except for their 
homeownership series, these series showed 
markedly different rates of price change. Using 
these analytical series, Triplett showed that in most 
quarters, over half of the difference between the 
U.S. CPI and the U.S. deflator for personal 
consumption expenditures used in the U.S. National 
Accounts was due to the treatment of 
homeownership (see 4). Finally, Edward J. 
Chambers obtained estimates of Canadian CPls 
adjusted for the U.S. official concept of 
homeownership and the concepts used in their 
experimental indexes and obtained very different 
series from the official Canadian CPI (see 1). The 
choice of homeownership concept is so important 
because under any concept, homeownership is 
bound to have an important weight in the CPI, 
although the relative magnitude of that weight is 
highly variable from one concept to another. (An 
item like automobile financing charges is minor by 
comparison, which is why its inclusion or exclusion 
will not greatly affect the overall CPI.) Just as 
important, the choice of concept will entail 
substantially different price movements of the 
homeownership component in the short term and in 
the medium or long term. By contrast, differences in 
updating policy affect only index weights and not 
price movements, differences in pricing frequency or 
in the imputation for seasonally disappearing items 
will influence measured price change in the short 
term but very little in the medium or long term. 


In conclusion, other differences between the 
Canadian and American CPls are not likely to be of 
the same order of magnitude as the difference in 
their treatment of homeownership. 


The treatment of homeownership is conceptually 
difficult because a home is a consumer asset with a 
long useful life, generally purchased on credit, and 
with active resale and rental markets in which 
households participate as buyers and sellers. These 
are some of the reasons for the variety of 
approaches to homeownership suggested for the 
CPI. The assessment of these different concepts and 
of their appropriateness to the CPI is both 
interesting and important but is not the subject of 
this paper, which only derives and analyses U.S. 
and Canadian CPls standardized for the U.S. 
treatment of homeownership. 


Homeownership in the Canadian and American 
CPI’s 

In Canada, the owned accomodation component 
measures the changes in the cost of using 
owner-occupied dwellings and is based on a variant 
of the user-cost approach to the treatment of 
homeownership. Five elements are recognized as 
being part of homeowner’s specific costs of shelter: 
replacement cost of that part of the dwelling that is 
assumed to be used up in the year in question, 
mortgage interest costs, property taxes, 
homeowners’ insurance costs and homeowners’ 
repairs. The change in current transaction prices is 
used to represent the change in costs for each of 
these elements with the exception of mortgage 
interest costs. For this element, a 60-month moving 
average of new house prices and mortgage interest 
rates is utilized, reflecting the fact that homeowners 
make mortgage interest payments on loans 
contracted months or years previously. Except for 
its replacement cost element, the Canadian series 
excludes imputed costs, such as the opportunity 
cost of homeowners’ equity or accrued capital gains 
on a home. The mortgage interest element, as just 
remarked, reflects current costs rather than 
Opportunity costs. 


The treatment of owned accomodation in the United 
States has varied over time. Prior to the release of 
the January 1983 index, the homeownership 
component was based on a net purchase concept; 
from January 1983 forward, it has been based on a 
rental equivalence concept. 


Like the Canadian owned accommodation series, 
the U.S. net purchase series included property 
taxes, homeowners’ insurance costs and homeowner 
repairs for all homeowners. Unlike the Canadian 
series, the U.S. series did not have a replacement 
cost component; instead it had a net purchase 
component. Conceptually, net home purchases 
equal the replacement cost of owned housing plus 
net additions to the owned stock. If, as is generally 
the case, the owned stock is being added to, the net 
purchase weight will be greater than the 
replacement cost weight; if it is being depleted, the 
former weight will be inferior to the latter. 


The mortgage interest element in the U.S. net 
purchase series had an expenditure weight reflecting 
the contracted mortgage interest costs over the first 
half of the amortization period of those who 
purchased homes in the expenditure reference 
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period. Thus, using a BLS example (see 2), if a new 
home purchaser initiated a $25,000 mortgage in the 
expenditure reference period at 8% with a 25 year 
amortization period, his mortgage interest expense 
would be estimated as $22,222, the mortgage 
interest payments he would make at the contracted 
interest rate over the first 12.5 years since his 
purchase. 


Payments for only the first half of the amortization 
period were considered because a mortgage might 
be terminated early due to sale or refinancing of the 
house. Future contracted payments were not 
discounted to obtain their net present value in the 
expenditure reference period. 


The present U.S. rental equivalence series uses 
rents on tenant-occupied dwellings to measure the 
opportunity cost of the shelter services of 
owner-occupied dwellings. Replacement cost, 
property taxes, mortgage interest and dwelling 
insurance, all important items in the Canadian 
owned accommodation series, have no place ina 
rental equivalence series, since homeowners would 
pay these costs in their rent if they rented rather 
than owned their dwellings. The American rental 
equivalence series does incorporate that fraction of 
owner repairs reflecting repairs normally made by 
tenants as well as premium payments for household 
effects insurance. 


These differences in the treatment of 
homeownership between Canada and the United 
States affect the overall CPI in two ways: 


1) they affect the expenditure share of 
homeownership in the CPI, 

2) they affect the movement of the 
homeownership component in the CPI. 


The impact of different concepts on the CPI 
expenditure shares is illustrated in Table 1. Under 
the net purchase approach, utilized up to and 
including the December 1982 index, the expenditure 
share of owned accommodation was significantly 
higher in the U.S. CPI based on 1972-73 
expenditures than in the Canadian CPI based on 
1978 expenditures, both at December 1982 prices. 
With the introduction of the rental equivalence 
approach to the U.S. CPI, the relative importance of 
the owned accommodation component was reduced 
and its expenditure share corresponded more 
closely to that of the Canadian CPI. 


Until January 1983 the U.S. homeownership index 
incorporated a mortgage interest index that was the 
product of current home prices and mortgage rates. 
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The Canadian mortgage interest index, calculated as 
a 60-month moving average, only gradually filters in 
changes in interest rates and home prices that 
would be reflected immediately in the U.S. CPI. This 
is a point of some importance since the 1978-1982 
period saw mortgage rates rise to unprecedented 
levels in both countries, an escalation that would be 
reflected with a substantial lag in the Canadian 
series and with no lag in the American. In summary, 
because of a larger expenditure weight and a more 
volatile movement, the homeownership component 
had a larger impact on the CPI All-items index in the 
U.S. than in Canada. 


The Comparative Canada Index 

In order to permit a more appropriate comparison 
of price movements between the two countries, the 
Canadian CPI has been adjusted in this study to 
incorporate the American treatment of owned 
accommodation. The analysis was undertaken for 
the period September 1978 to December 1984, 
September 1978 being the link month in which the 
CPI was updated for 1974 expenditures and 
December 1984 the final month in which the CPI 
was based on 1978 expenditures. For the period 
September 1978 to December 1982, the official 
approach to homeownership was replaced by the 
net purchase approach’, and from January 1983 the 
rental equivalence concept was incorporated. The 
impact on expenditure shares is shown in Table 2. 


The derivation of the expenditures for the net 
purchase approach was based on the variant used 
in calculating net purchase expenditures for 
consumer durables in the official CPI. As a result, all 
sales of houses are deducted from the total 
purchases of houses, even though a particular 
homeowner who sold a house may not have 
re-purchased another in the reference year. In the 
United States, a house sale by a household is 
deducted only if the same household purchased 
another house during the reference year. As a result 
the expenditure share for house purchase is 
somewhat lower under the Canadian concept. The 
Canadian concept was adopted as it is consistent 
with the treatment of consumer durables in the 
Canadian series and would likely be the approach 
followed if Canada were ever to officially adopt the 
net purchase approach for owned accommodation. 


This is not the only reason why the American weight 
is larger than the Canadian weight for the net 
purchase concept. The American weight is based on 
52.7% of urban households being homeowners, a 
percentage derived from the 1972-73 Consumer 
Expenditure Survey. The Canadian weight is based 


on 47.1% of urban households being homeowners, 
a percentage derived from the 1978 Family 
Expenditure Survey. This at least partly explains why 
the U.S. rental equivalence weight is also higher 
than the Canadian weight for December 1982, the 
greater the proportion of homeowners, the larger 
the rental equivalence weight. 


The results of calculating the comparative CPI are 
presented in Table 3. In comparison to the official 
CPI, the comparative CPI recorded substantially 
larger year-over-year price increases during most of 
1981. Although the year-over-year increases in the 
comparative CPI peaked at about the same time as 
the official CPI, the former index peaked at a higher 
rate (15.5% in September 1981 compared to 
12.9% in June 1981). 


In most of 1982 and 1983, the comparative CPI 
recorded year-over-year increases which were 
substantially less than those registered in the official 
CPI. It was during this period that considerable 
attention had been focused on the issue of the 
Canadian inflation rate being significantly higher 
than that in the U.S. Using the comparative CPI, it 
can be observed that Canadian inflation actually 
paralleled that of the U.S. quite closely. In fact, in 
certain months of 1983 the year-over-year increase 
in the comparative CPI was lower than the 
corresponding change registered in the U.S. 


It should be noted that although the comparative 
CPI registered year-over-year changes which 
differed substantially from those registered in the 
Official CPI, the overall trend of price changes did 
not change substantially. Both indexes recorded 
increases. in the rate of price change up to 


mid-1981. Thereafter until the end of 1984, they 
have both registered decreasing rates of inflation. 


For 1983-1984, the years that the U.S. CPI has 
been based on a rental equivalence approach, the 
quarterly inflation rates of the Canada CPI and the 
comparative CPI are about the same magnitude, 
although the Canada CPI rates tend to be somewhat 
lower for second quarter 1983 to fourth quarter 
1984, with the exception of one quarter. In 1984. 
the annual average increase of the Canada CP! was 
4.4%, almost the same as the U.S. CPl’s 4.3%, as 
Opposed to 4.9% for the comparative CPI. 


Although this paper has focused on Canada-U.S. 
comparisons it should be noted that most other 
countries do not have the same homeownership 
concept as Canada, that is, a user cost concept that 
encompasses replacement cost but not other 
imputed costs. (One country that does have the 
Same concept is Sweden.) Thus when one tries to 
compare the price behaviour of Canada with that of 
almost any other nation, one encounters the same 
conceptual problems as in Canada-U.S. 
comparisons. Most of our other major trading 
partners, including Japan and West Germany, 
calculate rental equivalence indexes for 
homeownership. The United Kingdom 
homeownership component is based on money 
outlays (see 5), and the same approach is used by 
the Irish Republic and Iceland’. Analysts who 
compare Canadian price movements with those of 
other countries should try to take such conceptual 
differences into account, for as this study has 
shown, they can have a substantial impact on 
differentials in measured price change.

1. There were important differences in the price 
for homes used in the comparative Canada index 
and the U.S. CPI which could not easily be adjusted 
for. The American series were based on homes 
financed by the Federal Housing Administration 
(FHA), and as such was somewhat akin to the index 
that one might obtain for Canada if only homes 
financed under the National Housing Act (NHA) 
were priced. The Canadian series were the New 
Housing Price Indexes (NHPIs), derived from a 
survey of builders and as such included homes 
financed by both conventional and NHA loans. The 
NHPIs cover only new homes, but BLS used 
separate FHA series for new home prices and resale 
prices. 


2. Both France and Italy have money outlays 
indexes of limited scope: only homeowner repairs 
and water rates are included in homeowner costs. 
The official French CPI, a monthly index, follows the 
approach just described. Since 1974, France has 
also calculated a quarterly CPI which includes a 
rental equivalence index for homeowners and those 
receiving housing as a gift or as payment in kind.

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OBSERVATIONS 


Women in Canada: A Statistical Report 

The period since 1970 has been a time of great 
change for Canadian women. The recently released 
Statistics Canada report Women in Canada 
documents in statistical terms how the status of 
women has evolved over the past decade and a 
half. The report focuses on changes in the family 
Status, education, health, labour force activity and 
income of Canadian women while a special section 
examines trends in the criminal victimization of 
women as well as their involvement in crime. 


Women in Canada draws special attention to areas 
in which the social and economic opportunities of 
women have expanded rapidly as well as other 
areas in which the quality of women’s lives 
continues to lag far behind that of men. In addition 
this report examines several new problems and 
pressures which have emerged for women, 
particularly the growing phenomenon of feminization 
of poverty in Canada. 


Women in Canada is written for those without 
extensive statistical expertise; it is designed 
primarily for use by Canadians whose work or 
studies demand a wide-ranging knowledge and 
understanding of the issues and problems of women 
in Canadian society. The information is presented in 
simplified tables accompanied by brief texts which 
guide the reader through the statistical material, 
highlighting the key series and trends as well as 
commenting upon other factors which either 
contribute to or are influenced by the primary 
trends. 


Some of the statistical highlights of Women in 
Canada include: 


e While most adult Canadians still live in some 
type of family, between 1971 and 1981 the 
proportion of women aged 15 and over living 
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alone increased from 6% to 10%; as well, 32% 
of women 65 and over lived alone in 1981. 


Almost one out of every ten families in Canada 
is a lone-parent family headed by a women. 


Fertility among Canadian women has declined 
drastically; there were just over 1,000 more births 
in1982 than in 1970 despite the fact there were 
over 1 million more women of child-bearing age. 


Women made up 51% of all university students 
in 1982-83, up from 37% in 1970-71; women in 
university, however, are overrepresented in part- 
time studies and underrepresented in graduate 
programs. 


Women in postsecondary education remain 
concentrated in traditionally female fields of 
study; in 1982, 61% of women receiving 
bachelor’s degrees majored in either education 
fine arts, humanities, nursing or social sciences 
such as psychology, sociology and social work; 
63% of female community college graduates 
received their diplomas or certificates in arts, 
secretarial science, community and social 
services, education or nursing. 


The percentage of women participating in the 
labour force increased from 38% in 1970 to 
53% in 1983; the largest increases were 
recorded for married women and women with 
young children. 


26% of women’s employment in 1983 was part- 
time compared with 8% of male employment. 


Female employees are concentrated in a narrow 
range of occupations; in 1983; 77% were 
employed in clerical, service, sales, teaching 
and health related positions. 


In 1982, women’s average earnings were 64% 
of those of men; this figure is up from 60% in 
1971. 


Families headed by women aged 15-64 have 
incomes which average half those of families 
headed by men. 


In 1982, 45% of families headed by women 
aged 15-64 and 60% of unattached elderly 
women had incomes below Statistics Canada’s 
Low-Income Cut-Offs. 


Since the mid-1970’s, violent crimes against 
women have increased at a faster rate than most 
other types of violent crimes. 


Women in Canada, will be an essential reference 
manual for all Canadians attuned to ensuring that 
women become full participants in the social and 
economic fabric Canadian life. It will also be a 
major addition to both the continuing discussion 
and evaluation of the changing roles and social 
characteristics of women as well as the 
development of policies concerning the status of 
women in Canada.
